Tragedy of the Man Who Began Too Late

F THERE ever was a man who seemed fated to live out an 
acute personal tragedy on a public stage, that man must be 


the Duke of Windsor. 


His recent speech before the Anglo-American Press Club 


at Paris merely carries his tragedy one stage further and 
makes its ironic poignancy more obvious. 


In that speech the duke said that he had no intention of 


leading an idle life. He hoped, he said, to make some contri- 
bution toward solving the world's present grave problems. 
* * * 


T 


HE tragedy; of course, is the old, old human tragedy of 


"to late." For this man who sets out to contribute to a so- 


lution of the world's problems is. after all, that same con- 
fused; harassed and desperately unhappy person who stepped 
'down of his own free will from the one place where he might 
•have been able to make such a contribution effectively. 


First he was Prince of Wales and then he was king of 


England; and although the king of England no longer holds 
the substance of actual power, he possesses as do few other 
, human beings a sounding board from which he can impress 
'his ideas on the .minds of his fellow men. His least word and 
has slightest gesture are observed by millions of people. 


But as prince, this man was noted chiefly for his intimate 


association with the gay night club crowd. America fairly 
crawled with girls -whose proudest boast was that they had 
danced with the prince; England had dozens of anecdotes 
about his parties. 


And when, he became king the world watched him eagerly 


—not to'get a kingly and a significant hint as to the solution' 
of its'innumerable woes, but to learn which woman, if any, 
he might choose to marry. 


He .spoke to the world over the air waves, once, and the 


world hung on his words—to discover that the whole thing 
was too much for him and that he was dropping out. 
* * * 


A ND now this unluckiest of mortals wants to "make some 
4\ contribution" toward solving the world's problems! Small 
wonder that in his confusion he studies labor union problems 
in Germany, where there are no labor unions. 


The man who fights with the best there is in him and is 


beaten by circumstance is not a tragic figure—not really. In 
this defeat there can be an everlasting triumph. The genuine 
tragedy is that of the man who is beaten fey himself; the man 
who does have a glimpse of what might be, but who can't 
quite bring himself to act on it. And that is the tragedy of the 
well-meaning and likable Duke of Windsor.

Taxes You Don't See 


T 


HE farmer pays taxes every year on his farm; if the rate 


goes up he notices it at once and squawks. The city dweller 


who lives in an apartment or a rented house pays no taxes at 
all; if the tax rate goes up he says not a word, thinking that 
it does not affect him personally. 


That the city dweller thereby kids himself ruinously is 


pointed out in a tax study prepared by Dr. Mabel Newcomer 
of Vassar College for the Twentieth Century Fund. 


For the city dweller. Dr. Newcomer remarks, actually 


pays heavier taxes than the farmer. His monthly rent pay- 
ments include a property tax far higher than that in rural 
.regions. Almost everything he buys has a similar hidden 
tax. Dr. Newcomer sums it up by showing that an average 
Illinois farmer who makes $1000 a year pays out 10.4 per 
cent of his income in taxes; but his brother in the city, who 
has the same income, pays out 19.3 per cent in taxes. 


Until city folk generally realize this fact, and protest 


accoi'dingly, there is scant hope of reducing the heavy tax 
load.

All Is Applied

Simply because there are so many 


symbolic cures for warts the spec- 
ialists in diseases of the skin have 
given serious consideration to the pow- | 
er of suggestion in relationship -to the 
removal of warts. 
j 


One of the most famous foreign auth- ] 


orities wrote: "It is a general belief' 
of the people of all nations that warts; 
are curable by suggetsion. There is: 
hardly another disease in which the I 
belief in the value of suggestion is so 
stronk. There is no doubt that warts 
of many years' duration can disappear 
over night, spontaneously." 


While there has been a great deal of 


scientific study to prove that sugges- 
tion alone may cause the removal of 
the wart, there is also much doubt as 
to the evidence. 


However, in addition to the fact that 


warts frequently go away without any 
treatment whatever and in association 
with various superstitious notions, it 
has been found that all sorts of dru«.s j 
and, in fact, any drug may be associ- 
ated with relief of warts. 


When warts are studied scientifical- 


ly they are found to be growths of the 
skin. Many physicians believe that 
they are infections. Warts seldom 
produce any symptoms except when 
they are on the soles of the feet, ifl 
which case, of course, they /naye be- 
com« painful. 


It has been found that picking of 


end spreading of the blood or 


material from the wart over the ad- 
jacent skin may result in multiplica- 
tion of the warts. 'It is better, there- 
fore, not to attempt to treat them un- 
scientifically. 


When a specialist in diseases of the 


skin i.s called upon to treat warts, he 
applies any one of a number of treat- 
ments, including injections of bismuth 
directly into the wart, destruction of 
the warts by strong chemicals, freezing 
with carbon dioxide snow, 
electric 


(Jbssication of the wart, and surgical 
removal if the warts are large or mul- 
tiple in any one spot.

Weekly Sunday 
School Lesson 


By WM. E. GILROY, D. D. 


Editor of Advance 


'Die Christian Minister 
Text: I Timothy 4:0-16; 


II Timothy 2:1-1 


A lesson dcalin gwith the Christian 


minister has particular need and ap- 
proprialeness al the present lime. 


The value of such a lesson, however, 


is for all who will study it and not 
merely for ministers themselves. In 
Paul's leller to Timothy, whom he re- 
garded as his ton in the faith, and 
as a man particularly called to the 
ministry of the Gospel, we have set 
before us a high ideal for all min- 
isters. 
''" He must be, first of all, a man of 
godliness. That is, he must strive to 
have a character like thai of the God 
who mho worships, and an attitude 
of love and graciousness toward his 
fellowmcn in harmony with the Gos- 
pel of the love of God. A true minister 
of Jesus Chrisl must be an example lo 
others "in word, in manner of life, 
in love, in faith, and purily." 


He rnusl be a reader and a teacher, 


instructing others lhal they may al- 
so become touchers. He must not look 
fcr a life of ease, but must think of 
himself as a good soldier of Jesus I 
Christ, willing to suffer hardship, and | 
keeping himself clear from entangling 
alliances that he may be free to serve. 


Obviously, the power of such a 


ministry depend upon those who are 
under his care. People have a right 
lo expect great things of ministers, 
but only insofar as in their own hearts 
and lives ihey approve of the ideal 
Ihnl Ihey scl up for Iho minister. 
The worth, power, and effectiveness 
of the Christian minister in h'c "'I'M"-'! 
and community depend more Uian Jfl 
commonly recognizes upon 
tiic- ai- 


tilude of the laymen. 


There is a slurp told of a church 


that had had for many years the min- 
istry of a groat and brilliant man. It 
is said that when the end of this man's 
ministry came nnd the responsible lay- 
men of Ihe church were looking for a 
successor, Ihey said, "We shall not seek 
n man whose record and attainment 
are comparable to the great minister 
who has served us. We shall look, 
rather, for a young man of devotion 
and promise, and the church will 
make him." 


The man whom they called became 


intcrnntiunally 
known 
as 
a great 


prcucher and leader. U was not kuite 
true that the church made him, for 
he had the qualifications of greatness 
in him; but oven this man of influence 
could not have wielded such power in 
pulpit and pastorale if he had nol had 
the strong support and confidence of 
the wise laymen of thai church. 


When later in his life this minister 


went to another distinguished church, 
his ministry lacked something of the 
power and effect that it formerly had, 
because he did not find the support 
of laymen of similar vision and devo- 
tion. 


If there be a church suffering any- 


where from an ineffective ministry, 
let the laymen take the situation to 
heart, not in narrow crilicism, nol in 
taullfinding, nol in weakening Ihe re- 
sources of Ihe minisler, but in giv- 
ing him a new atlitude of supporl in 
prayer, in encouragement, and if il 
be in criticla suggestion, with kind- 
liness and constructive purpose. 


The church needs today more than 


anything else intelligent co-operation 
and mutual understanding 
between 


laymen and ministers: and this can 
be developed by a careful study of 
such lessons as this.
